EXAMINER COMMENT 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance witli 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in tliis 
application because the drawings are informal and contain numerous handwritten 
elements that are difficult to read. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences issued a decision reversing the 
rejection of all pending claims (1, 3, 5-18, 20, 22-28, 30-39 and 41), agreeing with 
Appellants that the combination of Maurille and Jindal would result in "merely [] another 
server application 114 and associated database 180." (Appeal No. 2009-002905, 6). 

While the Examiner respectfully, but strenuously, disagrees with the Board's 
interpretation for the reasons set forth in the Examiner's Answer (Answer 14-16), the 
Examiner is nonetheless bound by the decision of the Board. Accordingly, the rejection 
of claims 1 , 3, 5-1 8, 20, 22-28, 30-39 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Maurille and Jindal has been withdrawn.

3. In light of the Board's decision in Appeal No. 2009-002905, decided April 1 6, 
2010, claims 1, 3-20, 22-28, 30-39 and 41 (now renumbered 1-37) are allowed.
